Jamestown.—This first settlement of Vir-
ginia—one of the most celebrated spots in
American history—is now an abandoncd plan-
tation, about half-way between City Point and
Fortress Monroe, on the North side of the
river, Only two or thrée old brick chimneys
and the ruins of a little old brick church mark
the spot where the ancient village once stood.
The brick constituting these ruins were import-
ed from England at a very early day, and are
yet in a good state of preservation.
